• For these smaller Ininnd cities several 
problems will present themselves Immediate- 
ly after the war Is over. When thousands of 
men start coming home from the armed 
forces and war Industries, It will be up to 
these towns to have adequate employment 
and housing facilities. Otherwise these men 
naturally will gravitate to those centers 
■whore such opportunities are available. 

Recent developments Indicate that the war 
production centers, particularly those alone 
the west coast, have no Intention of losing all 
the Increased population they have gained 
as a result of vastly Increased employment. 

Already these Industrial cities are making 
plans for keeping these war factories rolling 
on the production of civilian goods. If they 
can keep these plants operating on full-scale 
production, the opportunities for employment 
wJH-also bo maintained. 

Bearlne all this In mind, Twin Falls Is 
faced with a peculiar circumstance. Instead 
of losing population as a result of men &olng 
' Into the service and war work, Twin Falls for 
some strange reason has practically main- 
tained Its fjrmer population. In fact, hous- 
ing accommodations arc acarce. 
, ' In deciding to undertake comprehensive 
. surveys in anticipation of what Is to come, the 
Chamber of Commerce Is on the right course. 
First It will endeavor to get a complete rec- 
ord of all men who have gone Into the serv- 
ice from this locality, this record to include 
Information regarding their previous quali- 
fications and what new.' training they may 
have acquired while In the armed forces. 
, Tlien another comprehensive survey will be 
made' of the Jobs that will become available 
when the war Is over. Not only will this in- 
clude the Increased demand for regular em- 
ployes, but the extra employment that will bo 
provided by new construction arid all other 
contemplated post-war Improvements. 

Tlirough these combined surveys. U Is 
hoped to place as many men as possible In 
active employment as soon as they return, so 
It win not become necessary lor them to 
establish residence elsewhere. 

Coupled with these surveys will' be a seri- 
ous attempt to devise some means of pro- 
viding adequate housing. 

Tlie Chamber of Commerce will need a lot 
of help to get all this work done, and It Is to 
lOur own interest that all of us assist In every 
nvay possible. 

When the war Is over, Twin Falls has an 
opportunity to Increase Its population ap- 
preciably. It remains to be seen how far we 
win go in taking advantage of this oppor- 
tunity. 



EXI'ENSIVE VENGEANCE 
If those behind the movement to recall 
Oov. C. A. Bottolfsen for voting to repeal the 
senior citizens' grant act are successful In 
forcing a special election for that purpose, It 
"Will cost the taxpayers of Twin Falls county 
approximately $8,000, according to County 
Prosecutor Everett M. Sweelcy.
